ing to information received here today. The allies 
since the start of the offensive, have gained be- 
tween 9 and 1 0 miles on a 40-mile front. 


The fall of Lassigny expected hourly, prob- 


ably will force the Germans to retreat to the 
Somme line, which is an additional retirement of 
five to ten miles all along the front, according to in- 
formation received this afternoon. 


The Somme bridge at Peronne has been 


smashed, cutting off the enemy's supplies from 
that direction and hindering the retreat.
